No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during 1955. 


The year was one of good rains almost throughout the State. It opened with a tropical 
cyclone moving inland over Roebourne, and a little over a week later another one moved inland 
near Anna Plains. 


The following month two small cyclonic centres affected the north-west coast. They brought 
good rain to most of the State, and in many places south of the tropics the rains were the heaviest 
ever recorded in February. 


Rains in March were generally lighter than the earlier months, though at Kalumburu in 
the far north a total of nearly 15 inches was recorded, and at Newry Station in the East Kimberley 
Division 930 points fell in twenty-four hours. 


In May and June there were further good falls throughout the tropics, and even in July 
moderately good rains were received in the Kimberleys, although in this region these three months 
are normally regarded as part of the Dry season. 


Except in the Fortescue Division and adjacent districts, rainfall in the tropics was negligible 
between July and November when the new Wet season commenced in the Kimberleys. In the 
latter month another cyclone crossed the coast, bringing nearly 20 inches to Kalumburu in the 
far north, and lighter falls to the rest of the Kimberleys. 


The northern sub-tropics did not fare as well as the remainder of the State, and the Gascoyne 
Division, particularly in the western part, was the driest in the State. 


In the southern half of the State unprecedented rains fell in February and caused widespread 
flooding. Washaways occurred in roads and railways. Houses and business premises were 
flooded in country centres, fences and bridges washed away, and crops damaged. 


The month was one of temperature contrasts. In Perth the maximum temperature of 66-9 
degrees on the 14th, was the lowest on record, while after the 18th it exceeded 90 degrees on every 
day of the month and exceeded 100 on three of them. There were a number of deaths during this 
period due mainly to the heat and high humidity. 


Pastures commenced to grow, and in many places survived, until the normal Winter rains 
commenced in May. Although there were unusually heavy rains in the summer and autumn 
months, the Winter rains in the wheat belt were below normal in June and July. Towards the 
end of July the axis of the anti-cyclonic belt across Western Australia moved further north, allowing 
the influence of southern depressions to extend further inland. From this time until the end of 
August there were frequent showers and even in the drier parts of the marginal wheatbelt rain 
was recorded on more than 50 per cent. of the days. By the end of the month crops which earlier 
had been only just surviving, had made a remarkable recovery. As one observer put it, the 
change in the condition of crops and pastures during this time was the nearest we are ever likely 
to see to a miracle. By the end of the season crops were uniformly good, and in many places 
the best on record. 


With the advent of the winter gales heavy seas pounded the coast line, and on occasions 
undermined the West Coast Highway at City Beach, part of it collapsing into the sea. Beach - 
structures were toppled over, and in some places the beach was washed away, leaving bare rock 
in its place. 

Earth tremors occurred in the South-West Division in February, April and August, con- 
siderable damage being caused to a few houses. 

‘A tornado was reported in the vicinity of the Watheroo Magnetic Observatory in March, 
and another moved inland over Swanbourne and Cottesloe in September, damaging about 40 


houses. 


Widespread frosts, extending at times into the tropics, followed the severe winter storms, 
on one oceasion snow fell on the Stirling Ranges. ‘The continuance of these conditions for several 
days caused a severe check to market gardens and to crops and pasture in the farming districts. 


The lowest temperature reported in the State was 25 degrees at Wandering in June. The 
highest was 118 degrees at Onslow in February. 


Towards the end of the year temperatures in Perth were below normal, and the lowest December 
minimum on record was recorded on the 10th. However, the latter part of the month more than 
compensated for this, and temperatures exceeded 90 degrees on nine of the last eleven days. 


Further details of the years weather are shown in the following monthly summaries. 


January. 
The cyclone which passed inland over Roebourne during the early hours of the Ist drove the 


S.8. Dulverton ashore and unroofed most of the buildings in the town and later unroofed buildings 
at Wittenoom Gorge. It then moved rapidly across the State passing into the Bight near Eucla 
on the 2nd. Winds in the southern part of the State were not high, but there were some heavy 
rains. Water draining off the Nullarbor Plain covered the Trans-Australian railway and caused 
scouring which delayed a train for thirty-six hours. 
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The second cyclone which passed inland between Anna Plains and La Grange in the early 
hours of the 12th, caused some minor damage to buildings, and heavy losses of cattle at Anna 
Plains. It moved southwards, decreasing in intensity, but caused some good rains in the central 
and eastern portions of the State. 


February. 


In this month two small cyclone centres appeared in the tropics, one weakening and passing 
inland near Carnarvon, the other dissipating in the Indian Ocean. 


Phenomenal rains were reported from the southern half of the State, where the average fall 
for this month is about half an inch. Totals of over eleven inches were reported from places in 
the South-West Division and in the far north Kalumburu recorded almost fourteen inches. The 
only part of the State which did not receive good rains was the Onslow-Meekatharra-Shark Bay 
area and the Nullabor Plain. 


Road and rail traffic was disrupted and many country towns flooded. Grape and vegetable 
crops were adversely affected. Silt laden flood waters from the Swan could be seen beyond Rottnest 
Island. In Perth the February total of 6-55 inches was the highest on record. 


The floods were followed by a heat wave. In Perth five sudden deaths on one day were 


mainly attributable to heat, while several babies in metropolitan hospitals died from “‘ dehydra- | 
tion.” 


Losses of from two to three per cent of their flocks from heat exhaustion were common among 
poultry farmers near the metropolitan area, and some lost up to five per cent. 


The heat caused a rapid drying out of grass and scrub, and at one stage in the Yunderup 
area there were the strange combination of bush fires and one of the worst floods on record. 


March. 


In this month conditions returned more to normal. Easterly winds predominated in all 
divisions except the West Kimberley and De Grey where they were westerlies. Rainfall was 


about normal, the highest total being 1488 points at Kalumburu, and the lowest Nil at places 
in the South-West Division. 


On the first day of the burning off season there were many bush and scrub fires. One in the 
Canning Dam area on a front of about eight miles was fought by local fire brigades and forestry 
men with bulldozers for about twenty-four hours before being brought under control. During 
the time about 1,000 hand planted ornamental trees were destroyed, as well as the natural forest. 


April. 


Early in the month during the Easter period, Perth had its wettest April day since 1904, 
and as frequently happens, campers from Geraldton southwards were flooded out and sporting 
fixtures cancelled. The West Coast Highway at City Beach was again damaged by the sea. 

The rains however were well received in the agricultural areas, where they revived pastures 
germinated by the February floods, and gave promise of an excellent season, 

Unusual occurrences during this month were the blockage of a road near Kulin with hailstones, 
which were said to be packed two feet thick. Traffic was held up until they thawed. On this 
day thunderstorms occurred over most of the State. In the country, roads, telephone and power 
lines were interrupted by falling trees and in Perth lightning struck various buildings and a tram. 
meer ae and a woman were struck, two of the men being admitted to hospital, but there were 
no fatalities. 


By the end of the month, rainfall in Perth was the highest since 1926 and the third highest 
on record, 


May. 


The outstanding feature of the weather this month was the widespread rain in the tropics. 


Totals of over five inches were common, and rainfall was above normal everywhere south of Halls 
Creek. 


Towards the end of the month gales and rain swept across the southern half of the State. 
The West Coast Highway was again undermined at City Beach, groynes and concrete promenades 
and other beach structures damaged by the sea and the usual trees and telephone lines brought 
down. 

One tree fell almost on a moving car, a large branch going through the back window. Small 
craft were blown ashore at a number of coastal towns and at Perth winds reached 68 m.p.h. 

The thickest fog for years occurred in the metropolitan area on the night of the 21st, bringing 
traffic almost to a standstill. Perth Airport was closed from 8 p-m. till 8-30 a.m. the next day. 


A man and his son sheltering under a tree during a thunderstorm were struck by lightning, 
the son being killed. 


June. 


In this month the anti-cyclonic systems were further south than normal 3 depressions were 
likewise further south and only one major system developed in the vicinity of Cape Leeuwin. 

Because of this, rainfall in the South-West Division was below normal, and in Perth the 
month’s total, 344 points, was the lowest since 1893. 

On the other hand there were heavy rains in the inland and eastern parts of the State. Floods 
on the Nullarbor Plain washed away the ballast from about ten chains of the Trans-Australian 
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Railway, and passengers arriving at Perth said that sections of the plain resembled big lakes. 
The East-West road was impassable for several days, with many cars and transports bogged in 
different places. Other roads in the region between Nullagine, Mt. Magnet and Norseman were 
impassable at times. 


For the last week or so there were widespread frosts in the southern half of the State. Screen 
temperatures of 35 degrees were recorded in Perth, 25 degrees in Wandering and 31 degrees at 
Mundiwindi, almost in the tropics. Many crops in market gardens about the metropolitan area 
were ruined. 


July. 


In most of this month the anti-cyclonic belt appeared again to be further south than usual 
in the winter. However after the 20th the anti-cyclonic belt moved northward, and a series of 
depressions brought frequent rain and gales to the southern half of the State. 


Due to the comparatively dry first three weeks, rainfall for the month was below normal 
in the agricultural area and in the western half of the State. 


However, the westerly gales of the last week caused widespread damage to buildings and 
power supplies in country centres. At Mosman Park railway station a waiting shed was torn 
from its foundations and tossed onto its roof 20 feet away. In other suburbs houses were unroofed, 
a woman lifted by an umbrella and flung to the ground, necessitating medical attention, and a 
tree three feet in diameter brought down on a parked car, crushing it. 


Shipping and aircraft were delayed, beaches further eroded by the seas and market gardens 
damaged by wind and flood. Winds reached 66 m.p.h. at the Weather Bureau and were reported 
as 74 m.p.h. from Fremantle and 79 m.p.h. from the ‘‘ Nestor,” 100 miles west of the coast. Small 
boats were sunk at moorings or washed ashore in coastal towns, and by the end of the month 
normal winter conditions were well established. 


August. 


Throughout the month the anti-cyclonic belt remained well to the north of Perth, and weather 
over the southern half of the State was controlled by a series of depressions which caused persistent 
westerly winds and frequent rain. 


By the end of the month Dwellingup had recorded nearly 22 inches of rain, and at most places 


in the agricultural areas winter rainfall was above normal, despite the deficiencies in June and 
July. 


Severe gales hampered shipping, and many ships arrived at Perth in a damaged condition 
and with injured seamen. One freighter reported winds of 100 m.p.h. off Cape Leeuwin, and 
was hove to for two days. Another put in at Albany with 17 feet of water in one hold. The 
usual storm damage and local flooding accurred in country districts. 


In Perth the wind reached 78 m.p.h. at its peak, and there were 29 wet days, the highest 
number in August since records were commenced. 


September. 


The rain and gales of the previous month continued during the first week of September, but 
conditions gradually moderated and although rain was experienced almost daily in the south-west 
coastal areas, it was not so frequent inland. Nevertheless monthly totals were above normal in 
most of the State west of a line Port Hedland-Eucla. Elsewhere no rain at all was recorded in 
most places. 


On the 24th a small tornado passed inland over Swanbourne and Cottesloe, damaging about 
50 houses. Tiles and corrugated iron were swept from roofs, and fences, doors, power and tele- 
phone lines were blown down between the beach and Stirling Highway. It made a loud whistling 
roar as it approached, lifting water from the sea before it crossed the beach, where a great flurry 
of sand was swept upwards. 


October. 


The location of the anti-cyclonic belt across the State was still north of Perth during this 
month, and instead of the normal periods of fine weather and easterly winds expected in Perth 
during this month, there were periods of dull cloudy weather between showers. 

Rainfall was above normal in the South-West and Eucla Divisions, but mainly below normal 
elsewhere. 


In most places day temperatures were low, but in contrast to the remainder of the State, 
Wyndham and Halls Creek recorded temperatures above normal on nearly every day of the month, 
Halls Creek exceeding the century on all but four days. 

Perth’s mean maximum, 66-3 degrees, was the lowest in October for 31 years, and the third 


lowest on record. On the 25th an unusually bright solar halo was visible from the city for most 
of the morning. 


November. 

After a period in which practically no rain was recorded in the tropics, a cyclone developed 
off the north-west coast, and moved inland near Pardoo Station on the 18th, thereafter rapidly 
losing its intensity. Heavy rains were reported in the far north, Kalumburu reporting a total 
of 1259 points in two days, and a total of nearly 20 inches for the month. 
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There were other good, but much lighter falls in the Kimberleys, but little rain fell in the 
remainder of the tropics. 


South of the tropics conditions became more typical of summer as the anti-cyclonic belt 
moved southward, winds backed to easterlies and showers decreased. Rainfall totals for the 
month were below normal west of a line Port Hedland-Rawlinna and above normal east of it. 


December. 


Many of the stations in the lower South-West received more than their normal rainfall, but 
elsewhere in the State falls were disappointing. A tropical depression which formed off the north- 
west coast on the 9th failed to intensify, and although more than an inch fell at Port Hedland 
and Fitzroy the majority of northern stations reported only light falls. Further rains fell in 
the Kimberleys towards the end of the month as the result of thunderstorm activity but they 
were not heavy enough to raise totals to the normal for December. 


Low pressure troughs extending down the west coast were responsible for the high temperatures 
experienced in all divisions except the South-Eastern and Eucla after the 21st.
